Becau se George Morris, a “jou r­ 
ney man” printer, formerly employ ed 
on a local paper, was almost asphy x i­ 
ated by escaping gas in a Greensbu rg 
hotel, and was giv en a drink of whis­ 
key as a rev iv er, he got “ tight” and 
was arrested here last night while en- 
rou te to Connersv iHe. 
He appeared 
before M ay or Black this morning and 
becau se of pitifu l “ spiel,” a promise 
of “ nev er again” and as a sav ing to 
the cou nty for free lodging, he was 
released on his own recognizance and 
allowed to go to Connersv ille, where 
he has a position on one of the pa­ 
pers. 
Since Morris had 
110 
money . 
M ay or Black figu red that it wou ld 
cheaper to tu rn him loose than board 
him for elev en day s. 
In his plea to be released, Morris 
told of his thrilling ex perience in a 
gas ex plosion late Wednesday night, 
in the Portland Hotel in Greensbu rg. 
Morris said he was awakened by a 
terrific ex plosion and going ou t into 
the hall fou nd flames coming from 
room six . He ru shed in and fou nd A. 
P. Alex ander, a local man who is em­ 
ploy ed on the Indianapolis News, in 
flames. 
He smothered the fire and 
prcbably sav ed Mr. Alex ander’s life, 
in doing so he was bu rned abou t the 
head and face. 
A fter the ex citement 
had died down he discov ered that he 
was groggy and weak du e to the fact 
that gas had come 
into his 
room 
which was across the hall from Mr. 
Alex ander's, where the gas had es­ 
caped from a In <e that had become 
disconnected. 
He was giv en a drink of whiskey , 
and the nex t day procu red a qu art 
with the intention of u sing it for 
medical pu rposes, bu t instead he took 
an ov erdose and was fou nd here last 
night and lodged in jail. Tt was a g« .od 
thing that the ex plosion happened 
when it did, for Morris wou ld hav e 
su ffocated in a short time. 
Morris said he fou nd Alex ander in 
bed, a ghastly sight, with his hair and 
beard singed off and half su ffocated 
by the gas. 
A doctor was su mmoned 
to dress the painfu l wou nds. 
He told May or Black that had the 
ex plosion not occu rred, he wou ld hav e 
not been fou nd in the condition he 
was. 
After a good talking to by the 
Mnv or, he was released. 


May or Black retu rned his decision 
today in the 
liqu or 
case 
against 
Blaine Fritz. 
He fou nd Fritz to be 
gu ilty and fined him $5 0 and costs, 
making a total of $6 0. 
Fritz was 
tried W ednesday 
afternoon on the 
charge of selling Tom Worthington a 
pint of whiskey . 
John Joy ce, attorney for the de­ 
fendant, appealed the case to the cir-. 
cu lt cou rt and H will come before 
Ju dge Blair du ring the Febru ary term 
of cou rt. 
Fritz was released on $100 
bond, P. A. Miller and 
Joe 
Ly ons 
standing good for the amou nt. 
The case created 
110 little interest, 
as there were sev eral fine points of 
the law inv olv ed. 
The chief point in 
discu ssion 
between the 
prosecu tor 
and the attorney for the defendant, 
was that of the right, the prosecu tor 
had to ask Fritz 
qu estions 
which 
wou ld incriminate 
himself. 
Prose­ 
cu tor Dennis O’Neil held that the mo­ 
ment the defendant was placed 
011 the 
stand and tu rned ov er to cross ex ­ 
amination he had the right to ask any 
and all qu estions he 
pleased.

Joy ce held that this might be all right 
in civ il action and said he wou ld like 
to hav e O’Neil in the circu it cou rt, 
where he cou ld show him .

w ith them that hav e no power. 
Help I 
us, O Lord our God, for we rest on • 
Thee, and in Thy nam e we go.”

•' xet in the thirty-sixth year of his j 
reign he w as led into m aking a league 
w ith the king of Syria, and, being re- , 
prov ed for it by the Lord through Ills j 
serv ant H anani, he becam e so angry 
tha t he put the prophet ib prison.

E arly In the reign of Asa the Spirit ] 
of God spoke to him through Azariah, 
the son of Oded, in the words of v erses 
2 to 7 of our lesson, referring to the 
years past when the people had been 
out of fellowship w ith God, but w hen­ 
ev er they in their trouble sought Him 
H e w as alw ays found of them .

24; Josh, i, G, 18; Ilag- 
ii, 4, and note by contrast Uzziah, who 
w as m arv elously helped till he was 
strong, but then liis heart was lifted 
up to his own destruction (chapter

The danger is our own 
strength or self confidence, for it is 
only w hen we are w eak that we are 
really strong (II Cor. xii, 9, 10). 
Isa. 
xii, 13, is a grand w ord for w eak hands, 
and, as to works, how full of encour­ 
agem ent is I Cor. xv , 5S! 
Rev . xxii. 
1 2; Luke xiv , 14, are tw o o f the best 
on rew ards. 
The king, being greatly encouraged 
by this m essage from the Lord, began 
to purge the land of idolatry, ev en de­ 
stroying the idol of his grandm other 
(I K ings xv , 12, 13), and to restore the 
w orship of the tru e God. 
T he people 
fell to him in abundance out of Israel 
when they saw tha t the Lord his God 
w as w ith him (v erse 9). 
They sacri­ 
ficed unto the Lord and sought Him 
w ith their whole desire and entered 
into a cov enant to seek the Lord God 
of their fathers w ith all their heart 
and w ith all their soul (v erses 11-15). 
The first use of the title God “Al­ 
m ighty,” which m eans “the m ighty 
God who is all sufficient,” is in Gen. 
xv li, 1, w here .Abram is encouraged to 
w alk before God and be sincere or up­ 
right or whole hearted. 
From the 
book of Job, in which this title is

In Co nsistence With Ex ecutiv e Recom* 
mendatio ns a 
Measure 
Is 
Being 
Drafted Which Will So Mo dify the 
Public Acco unting Law as to .Strip 
It o f So me Features Which Hav e 
Been Fo und Objectio nable. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 13.—Assistant At­ 
torney General Jam es E. McCulloug h 
is preparing the draft of a m easure to 
ameud the public accounting act, as 
proposed by Governor Marshall in his 
messag e, and the bill will be intro­ 
duced as an adm inistration measure. 
The g overnor proposes that the law 
shalk be amended so that actions at 
law t6 recover on -shortag es reported 
by the field examiners shall be in the 
hands of local officials, instead of the 
attorney g eneral, as now provided. 
Another proposed amendment is to 
chang e the method of selecting field 
examiners. Under the present law the 
board holds public examinations for 
applicants to q ualify , and the list of 
field men is made up from the elig ibles 
thus obtained. Two examinations have 
been held, but the operations of this 
phase of the law have not been satis­ 
factory . A number of men became eli­ 
g ible, but proved of little worth when 
placed In the field, and althoug h about 
125 appointments have been maae, the 
appointees either dropped out or were 
removed after trial until the averag e 
num ber of men at work during 1910 
was only fifty -two, while the law pro­ 
vides for a maximum list of 100. 
It has been found that men capable 
of doing the work will not run the risk 
of losing g ood places to come to Indi­ 
anapolis to take the examiantions. 
They have no assurance of employ ­ 
ment, and no assurance, under the 
present law, can be g iven. 
In the ex­ 
aminations held, it is known that sev­ 
eral men whose services the state 
board was anxious to obtain were 
threatened with discharg e by employ ­ 
ers if they took the examination. The 
experience of the state board on the 
first of the two examinations held was 
such that on the second examination 
the board declined to make public the 
list of persons who appeared for ex­ 
amination because of the fact that 
some of them told the chief that they 
had been compelled to tell their em­ 
ploy ers they were absent because of 
sickness of relatives in order to g et 
away from their work to take the ex­ 
amination. 
Wo rk o f Acco unting Bo ard. 
The tabulated statem ent of the work 
done by the field examiners, tog ether 
with the amounts recovered, has been 
placed on file in the office of the state 
obard of accounts by W. A. Dehority , 
chief of thè board. It is for inspection 
by members of the g eneral assembly . 
The tabulations set out in detai. the 
municipality examined, the per diem 
of the examiners and their railroad 
fares, the direct charg es and the con­ 
structive charg es made ag ainst offi­ 
cials and former officials found to be 
short, and the amount recovered in 
every examination during the y ear 
ending Dec. 31. 
Direct charg es, as has been explain­ 
ed, are those in which the official or 
form er official is charg ed with money 
to which he was not entitled under the 
law, when he took it. 
A constructive 
charg e is one for money in a case in 
which an official failed to follow the 
law, but where it is not shown that the 
municipality was a loser or that it did 
not g et value received. 
An abstract 
of the detailed tabulation has been

Joint resolu­ 
tions for the amendm ent of the federal 
constitution so as to g ive cong ress the 
power to levy an income tax; and for 
the amendment of the state constitu­ 
tion so as to allow only full-fledg ed 
citizens to vote, were reported favor­ 
ably by committee.

thirty -six new bills were introduced, 
making 128 in all In th at body . Among 
the bills introduced in both houses 
was the brewers’ liq uor reg ulation bill. 
The various committees have shown 
their activity by repo rting o n a num­ 
ber of bills which are no w before the 
ho use. 
The go v erno r signed the bill 
appro priating $1 2 0,000 
fo r the ex ­ 
penses o f the sessio n.

The second body taken from the 
smoldering ruins was* declared by the 
parents to be that of Christabel Smith, 
ag ed nineteen. 
Mabel Wag ner, ag ed 
fifteen, arid Minnie Mulac, ag ed fifteen, 
are known to have perished. 
Of the 
bodies recovered four are g irls. 
The 
fifth Is that of an unidentified man 
supposedly a customer. Attempting to 
chang e m eters without shutting off the 
g as at the curb is held responsible for 
the disaster, and Coroner Bell prom­ 
ises a thoroug h investig ation. 
That 
any of the twenty -five persons in the 
» tore escaped is reg arded as m iracu­ 
lous. 
W ithin a few moments the en­ 
tire two-story brick building was a 
mass of flames. Fifteen minutes after 
the explosion the walls collapsed. The 
presence of mind of M anag er C. L. 
Poff .n opening a side door enabled a 
dozen g irls to scramble to points of 
safety . 
By standers rushed Into the 
burning building and drag g ed half a 
dozen others out. Minnie W hg ner was 
pinioned beneath the debris and res­ 
cuers were compelled to abandon her 
to her fate when the flames reached 
them.

Atto rney Fo r the Standard Oil Co m- 
pa ' y in Reo pening the Argument in 
F:g Trust Busting Cass Befo re the 
Supreme Co urt, Described the Giant 
Co rpo ratio n as a Great Beneficiary 
Enterprise. 


Washing ton, Jan. 13.—Before the 
sii- .eme court of the United States the 
St andard Oil company was pictured as 
a g reat beneficiary enterprise. 
The 
man who is conceded to have been 
most prominent in developing the g i­ 
g antic corporation was denominated a 
business 
g enius to be compared 
with 
tile stars that shine in the world of 
art and literature. 
For more than three hours John G. 
Milburn of Buffalo, attorney for the 
Standard Oil company , defended the 
corporation and John D. Rockefeller 
ag ainst the charg e of having conspired 
to restrain trade in contravention of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 
Jt was 
the opening arg um ent in the second of 
the big anti-trust cases now before 
the supreme court, the American To­ 
bacco 
company 
case 
having 
been 
closed. 
Mr. Milburn in reviewing the incep­ 
tion of the Standard Oil, declared that 
the idea flashed throug h the mind of 
Mr. Rockefeller th at “volume” was the 
only cure-all for the ills that at that 
tim e beset the rapidly developing oil 
industry . 
Conditions were chaotic in 
the refining business, according to Mr. 
Milburn; 
all sorts of “m akeshifts” 
were called refineries, and ruinous 
competition and crude methods had 
demoralized the industry . 
Prices for 
refining were rapidly falling and there 
was not a sy stem atic plan of g eog raph­ 
ical distribution. 
“Volume” was the 
only thing that could m eet and over­ 
come the disordered condition created, 
according to Mr. Milburn, by “a law 
of providence.” 
Beneficent Purpo ses Set Out. 
The attorney for the Standard de­ 
clared that most of its acq uisitions of 
properties had been with the benefi­ 
cent purpose of relieving the venders. 
Owners of small refineries discovered 
aft'w awhile that Mr. Rockefeller’s 
g enius had created a revolution in the 
oil industry with which a limited cap­ 
ital could not hope successfully to 
compete, and they came trooping to 
the Standard with offers to sell. There 
was no oblig ation on the part of the 
Standard to buy , according to its leg al 
defender, but it was disposed to Le 
g racious, and as it could use some of 
the material in these plants, it took 
over a number of them at an apprais­ 
ed value and their form er owners went 
away rejoicing and praising the g reat 
enterprise conceived and extended by 
Mr. Rockefeller. 
Mr. Milburn’s voice trembled when 
he recited the g reat sacrifices made by 
his client to save the production of oil 
in the Pennsy lvania field in the 
7 0’s 
when, at g reat expense, upon borrowed 
capital for a credit strained almost to 
the breaking point, the Standard ex­ 
tended its pipe line holding s and in­ 
creased its storag e 
facilities to an 
enormous extent to take care of the 
oil production and prevent waste and 
save the producers from losing money . 
He admitted that some of the railroad 
contracts and ag reem ents wrere open 
to criticism, but reminded the court 
that In some instances Mr. Rockefel­ 
ler had personally advised ag ainst 
these devices and that in the end most 
of them had proved impractical and 
had been abandoned, and thereby Mr. 
Rockefeller’s business g enius had been 
vindicated. 
He asked the court to 
read all such contracts that the g ov­ 
ernm ent had introduced as evidence 
exhibits, “in the lig ht of the circum­ 
stances surrounding each case.” 
The g rowth and development of the 
Standard Oil business had come about 
throug h the creation of new business 
by flie Standard rather than throug n 
acq uisition, according to the attorney . 
Attorney 
General 
W ickersham 
smiled and took notes, and Frank B. 
Kellog g , who has been relentlessly 
pursuing the Standard company for 
y ears, seemed to be irritated by the 
praise that was being showered upon 
Mr. Rockefeller, and savag ely wrote 
upon the marg in of his prepared 
speech some of the thing s he will say 
In answer to Mr. Milburn. 


The Vo te Was Applauded. 
W ashing ton, Jan. 13.—The amend­ 
m ent in the leg islative bill providing 
for the sale of the bathtubs and bath­ 
tub eq uipment in the house office 
building was stricken out of that m eas­ 
ure.
